Original Judgment Upheld 


The Provincial Securities Interest Act first was declared 
unconstitutional by Mr. Justice Ewing of the supreme court 
of Alberta. This judgment was upheld in a majority opinion 
of the appellate division of the supreme court May 23, 1938, 
and an appeal by the Alberta government was dismissed 
April 5, 1939, in a judgment handed down by Mr. Justice 
Shepherd in the appellate division of the supreme court of 
Alberta. 

The Foresters’ Order, with headquarters at Toronto, 
had sued for the full interest rate. The appellate division 
judgment declared the court was bound by previous judg- 
ments holding the question of interest to be within the juris- | 
diction of the Dominion government. 

The judicial committee of the privy council heard the 
two appeals simultaneously in December, with the following 
judges present: Viscount Caldecote, the Lord Chancellor, 
Viscount Sankey, Lord Maugham, Lord Roche and Lord |

“The ruling of the privy council will make absolutely no 
difference to the policy of this government, which has con 
sistently held the position that the half-interest rates paid 
on the public debt since 1937 is in equity a fair return to the 
bondholder and is the limit of the Province’s ability to pay, 
having cognizance of the essential social services which have 
to be maintained. 


“Therefore the government will continue to pay half- 
contractual rates on the public debt and maintain in full 
its essential social services. 
| “This government has already assured the people and 
now reaffirms that so long as it holds office the people 
| will never be called upon to pay more. Meantime it will 
proceed with the negotiations in hand for the refunding 
of the entire public debt on terms consistent with the 
present interest rates which it is paying. 


“Concurrently. it. proposea to proceed with the develop- 
ment of its interim program, with its application for a pro- 
vincial bank charter and its other carefully laid plans for 
rapidly developing the economy of the province and for re

Mr. Woodsworth says his C.C.F. party 
would have nothing to do with a ‘na- 
tional’ government. That narrows Dr. 
Manion’s field of search for cabinet ma- 
terial down to those Conservatives who 
are not resentful because he ditched thie 
party, the New Democracy, the Commu- 
nists, and gentlemen of no known political 
views whom he might persuade to join or 
find himself compelled to include. 

Undoubtedly a cabinet so constructed 
would be free from attachment to any de- 
finite line of policy. It! would have so 
many contradictory policies it could make 
headway with none. It could only hang 
together by maintaining an attitude of 
neutralized inaction. Positive-minded men 
could have no place in its ranks. Only 
yes-men could hold posts in it. Obedience 
to whatever was the dominating element 
in it or behind it would be a matter of life 
and death. Principles would have to be 
compromised and opinions suppressed. 
Stand-together-and - draw + your - salary 
would be its working maxim. It couldn't 
live on any other basis. 

Whatever may be said for a cabinet of 
that type as a political curiosity, it could 
not be “national” in any sense. That is 
not the kind of government under which 
Canada could make progress in peace- 
time. As a board of directors of a na- 
tional war effort it would be worse than 
useless, a positive handicap. 

Even Dr. Manion can hardly hope the 
electors will dismiss a cabinet composed 
of men whom they know, whose war and 
other policies they know beyond any mis- 
conception, and who have gained experi- 
ence only they can have—in order to com- 
mission him to recruit a group of un- 
known, inexperienced men, to do no one 
knows what.

Mr. Welles Gets a Close-Up 

The bombing of a cross-channel pas- 
senger liner on Saturday may have been 
intended to impress Mr. Sumner Welles 
with the morals of the Nazi cause and 
the kind of world the United States would 
have to live in if Hitler should succeed in 
striking down British and French naval 
power and establishing what he under- 
stands as “freedom of the seas"’. 

That in any case can hardly fail to be 
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the effect. The more certainly because 
it was only an accident that Mr. Welles 
was not himself a passenger on the ill- 
fated craft. “Freedom of the seas,” he 
will understand from this close-up illus- 
tration, means in the Nazi language free- 
dom to commit wholesale murder of civi- 
lians at sea. 

The Domaia was en route from Ant- 
werp to a British port. There were 341 
persons aboard, passengers and crew 
members. By no stretch of imagination 
could it be supposed to be carrying muni- 
‘ions from Belgium to Britain. Its de- 
“truction could accomplish no military ob- 
jec. other than spreading terror of Nazi 
brutality among neutral sailors and 
peoples. 

The attack involved nothing new in 
Nazi methods. It implies no farther step 
downward in the moral scale, no fresh 
claim to immunity from the restraints and 
rules of civilized belligerents, no novel de- 
fiance of international law. With Berlin's 
achievements in the assertion, profession 
and practice of savagery the world has 
grown familiar. The bombing of the Do- 
mala was neither better nor worse than 
the torpedoing of the Athenia. 


But, being on the spot, Mr. Welles can 
hardly fail to be impressed with the down- 
right sincerity of the Nazi threats. Hitler 
means to rule the world or ruin it. And 
the way he intends to rule it is shown in 
this purposeless, wholly malevolent assass- 
ination of unarmed passengers and sail- 
ors. That is surely the message Mr. 
Welles will have to bring back to Wash- 
ington. The bombs which rained on the 
Domala, and the rattle of the machine- 
guns which poured bullets into its decks, 
speak louder than the alibis of Goering 
and Von Ribbentrop. 


Editorial Notes 

Under threat from Berlin, Hungarian 
police are rounding up Czech refugees and 
may send them back to the tender mercies 
of the Gestapo. The Nazis would rather 
take chances on the refugees making 
trouble at home than let them get abroad 
to tell what they know. 

London hears rumors that two Ger- 
man army divisions have been sent to the 
Caucasian front of Russia.

of its fear. It has devised a 
strange weapon with which to 
combat this expected resist- 
ance. Nazi agents in Prague 
are forming Communist parties as a means of 
checking discontent among workers and using 
this feke Communist organization to crush signs 
of revolt wherever they may appear. 

Dorothy Thompson points to the encourage- 
ment Russia is giving her new ally, Germany, in 
this attempt to put new chains upon the enslaved 
soul of Czecho-Slovakia, Russia has ordered M. 
Fierlander, Czech ambassador to Moscow, to 
leave the country. Communist papers say, with 
perhaps all too much truth, that the Nazi and 
Soviet systems have much in common which 
makes united action between them easy of accom- 
plishment. 

Prior to the Nazi occupation, a weak Fascist 
group calling itself the “Vlajka” made its head- 
quarters in Prague. Today that organization is 
publishing a Communist paper edited by Jan 
Rys-Rozsevac, former Czech Fascist leader, and 
by Voljpa Musil, who conducted the anti-Czech 
propaganda from the Vienna broadcasting sta- 
tion before the rupture of the Munich agreement 
by Germany. A witch’s cauldron is beginning 
to seethe in Prague.

NAZI TACTICS 
IN PRAGUE 
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The London Economist says Britain's reserve 
of financial strength may be one of the decisive 
factors in bringing about military victory. Just 
what is this financial strength? British invest- 
ments outside the United Kingdom are believed 
by economists to total about $15,000,000,000. 

British assets in the 
BRITAIN'S WEALTH United States, as distinct 
HER POTENT ALLY from gold and dollar bal- 

ances are put up by the 
Federal Reserve Board at $735,000,000, of which 
$655,000,000 is in common and preferred stocks 
and $80,000,000 in bonds. In the last war Britain 
did not assert its power to acquire and liquidate 
its nationals’ American security holdings until 
1916, but it has already exerted that power now, 
at the end of only seven months of conflict, 

The size of these astronomical figures should 
not make anyone feel that Britain has such 
financial superiority over Germany that she can 
afford to dissipate any of this advantage. 

In 1914, Britain held an immense stake in 
American securities which she does not now 
possess. Britain is said to have mobilized more 
than $1,000,000,000 worth of railway stocks and 
bonds for national war purposes in the Great 
War; at present she has less than one-tenth that 
Sum in the United States in this particular field. 

Hence the anxiety of the British government 
to increase the manifest and deadly superiority 
of British financial resources by prudent man- 
agement and the steady focussing of its econ- 
omic power where it will hurt Germany most, 
It is not simply in the possession of financial 
superiority, but in its superior use, that Britain 
has an incomparable weapon for the successful 
conduct of economic war against the Reich.

Let's look now at the other side of the picture, 
What about Germany? Germany’s net income in 
1937 was about 4,270 million pounds as compared 
with Britain's wealth of 5,320 million pounds. 
The German income is put by British econ- 
omists at about 85 per cent of the British. But 
it must be remembered that the 
factories of Poland and Czecho- 
slovakia are now pouring ou 
goods and war materials for the 
use of the Reich which must be of considerable 
help to her, even though the aid from Poland 
will in no way begin to meet her war require- 
ments. About 44 per cent of Germany’s national 
income was used on her fighting forces in 
1917-18, which was just about the British per- 
centage. If the same figures apply this time, the 
Reich will have to spend about 50 milliard 
Reichmarks to maintain the standard of living

at the 1917-18 level, leaving about 57 millard 
to be devoted to military expenditures, or about 
2,560 million pounds at 1937 prices. 

These figures, taken from the Bulletin of 


International News, pose the basic dilemma of 
the Reich.

Japan's War Finance 

Although nearly three years of hostilities 
in China have not exhausted Japan's capacity 
for continuing the war, her resources have 
been so seriously depleted thet in recent 
months there has aris€n in Japan a fairly wide- 
spread belief in the expediency of terminating 
the “China Incident” within a comparatively 
short time. 

The people are feeling very keenly the bur- 
den of huge government expenditures financed 
by heavy: taxation and large domestic loans. 
The seven-year arms program involving a 
total of 2,858 miilion yen, or $671 million U.S. 
presented to the Diet in February last will 
materially increase the burden. The decreas- 
ing volume of Japanese trade with countries 
outside the “Yen Bloc” is accentuating the 
shortage of foreign exchange, and import re- 
strictions have been made more stringent in 
order to asures the continuation of imports of 
Taw matericls essential to the war industries 
such as iron ore, crude rubber and petroleum. 

Japan is also experiencing a shortage of 
rice, most important staple food, due to drought 
and the partial failure of the Korean autumn 
crop. The low levels of the rivers and reser- 
voirs have caused a serious curtailment in the 
output of hydro-electric power on the main- 
land and insufficient coal resources have ag- 


gravated this situation—Royal Bank of Can-. 


ada. 


Agricultural Supplies Committee 

At the outbreak of war, the Government 
decided that in order to facilitate the maximum 
export of agricultural supplies to Great Britain 
and her Allies and to ensure that the 
agricultural resources of the Dominion should 
be utilized to the best advantage, it was 
essential that some machinery be set up to 
provide for the constructive direction of agri- 
cultural production and for matters dealing with 
the purchase, preparation, and conservation of 
agricultural products. To this end, the Agricul- 
tural Supplies Committee was established under 
Order in Council P.C, 2621 of 9th September, 
1939. 

In order that the Committee should be repre- 
sentative of the industry generally, its perman- 
ent members are drawn from the main services 
of the Dominion Department of Agriculture; 
administration, marketing, production, the ex- 
perimental farm and the science services. 
Further, the Committee has at its call, the advice 
and facilities of the Department generally. The 
Committee works in close harmony with the 
provincial authorities and with other branches 
of the Dominion Government and with the var- 
ious wartime boards. 

Among the powers conferred upon the Com- 
mittee are the following: power to establish 
advisory committees and sub-committees; to buy 
sell, store and distribute supplies; to regulate 
the distribution of supplies; to conduct publicity 
campaigns and issue informative literature for 
the purpose of increasing consumption and in- 
suring adequate production of supplies; to pro- 
hibit, with the approval of the Governor in 
Council, the exportation of any supplies; to in- 
itiate and submit to the Wartime Prices and 
Trade Board, measures designed to prevent ab- 
normal relationships in prices of agricultural 
products, and to prevent abnormal relationships 
between prices of materials and equipment for 
use in agricultural production and the prices of 
agricultural products. The word supplies is inter- 
preted to mean feed, seed, fertilizers, insecticides, 
fungicides, and other materials for use in the 

roduction of farm: products.—The Economic 
Annalist, 


Compulsory Saving? 

The readjustment of the British economy to 
the strain of war and the new problems facing 
both their own institutions and the country as 
a whole were the principal topics of discussion 
at the recent annual meetings of British banks. 
Quietly but none the less eloquently the chair- 
men told of the effects upon the banks of the 
call to the fighting services, All the banks, large 
and small, shared with other British businesses 
the loss of employees, in one case nearly one- 
eighth of the entire male personnel. The serious 
dislocation caused by such a transfer of staff, 
at a time of office decentralization and emerg- 
ency calls upon banking facilities, can be im- 
agined, The speed and skill with which adjust- 
were made indicate that in this, as in 
other matters, the British banks typify the whole 
of Great Britain. 

The possible limitations of voluntary restric- 
tion of consumption occupied the attention of 
some speake Sir R. Noton Barclay, of the Dis- 
trict Bank Limited, took occasion “to appreciate 
the sound reasoning of Mr. Maynard Keynes, 
who goes so far as to advocate compulsory sav- 
ing ... The Government's present program is 
to stimulate voluntary thrift... If it should fail, 
then Mr, Keynes’ scheme may’have to We applied 
with such modifications as circumstances re- 
quire.” 

The Right Hon. Reginald McKenna, chair- 
man Of the Midland Bank, also considers that 
compulsory saving of all increases of income 
may become necessary, should the war be of 
long duration. 

“Judging from comments in the press, I 
conclude that public opinion is not yet ripe for 
the imposition of a scheme of compulsory sav- 
ing. But should we ever be engaged in another 
great war, which may heaven avert, I believe 
we should at once turn our minds to a plan of 
the kind proposed by Mr. Keynes. We should 
probably find, indeed, that the Treasury had al- 
ready worked one out in detail, and that the 
Government of the day would include it among 
its first war measures, 

“The British public are steadfast in patriotism 
and when they understand the need are ready to 
submit to any sacrifice; but it is hard to break 
away from established habits and standards of 
living, and the economic reasons why we should 
do so are not easily comprehended. Yet, just as 
other encroachments on liberty during the war 
have been not merely accepted but welcomed 
by the public, so I believe this last one, when 
better understood, would be accepted also, 

“It would be more equitable than inflation, 
more practicable than still further taxation, and 
at the end of the war, when industry is no longer 
engaged in making arms but has turned again 
to the building of houses and the manufacture 
of the products of peace, the war savings would 
give to all the means to share in the new output 
and to invest, if they so wished, in the capital 
needed to set the wheels of peaceful industry in
